Reason for allowance 

The following is an examiner' statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of records fails to teach or fairly suggest a circuit comprising: a first 
branch of a current mirror coupled in parallel with the second transistor and a second resistor; a 
third resistor coupled in series with the second transistor; and a third transistor coupled in series 
with the second transistor as called for in claims 1 and 8. Therefore, claims 1, 6, 7, 8, 14 and 15 
are presently allowed.
